As 
methods of measurements are not ex- 
act, this may be questioned, but it is 
eertain that he exceeded Hubert La- 
tham’s record.-made at Mourmelon, 
France, December 1, 1909, which Was 
given at between 1,600 and 1,800 feet. 

The instrument on Paulhans ma- 
ehine registered his greatest height 
at’ 4,600 feet.

officially, was 1,524 meters, approx- 
imately 5,090 feet.

Paulhan made his’ great record 
shortly after losing the speed record 
of the course to Glenn H. Curtiss. 

The Frenchman, using an engine 
that had just arriv from Paris. had 
been almost const ly in the  lime- 
light all the afternoon.: He-had cir-} 
clhed the course again and again, skid- 
ded and dipped, and swung corners 
in daring fashion that made his wife 
shiver,

front of the judges’ stand, enthusias- 
tie over the beautiful! scene that 
stretched out before him. 

“T never saw such perfect weather | 
for aviation,” remarked he. “We 
eught to have the altitude’ record 
taken today.’

JURY RETURNED VERDICT 
ABOUT FIVE O'CLOCK 


Floyd Green Testified That He 
Was Given 13 Lashes on His 
Bare Back---Both Vining and 
Cornett Deny Charges and 
State That Punishment Was 
Mild. 


“Guilty” was the verdict of the jury 
in the trial of Dave M. Vining, su- 
perintendent of the stockade, and Pete 
Cornett, a guard, charged with un- 


| mercifully beating a negro named 
Floyd Green, last November. The trial 
was held in Judge Roan’s court, be- 
ginning yesterday morning at 9 
o'clock. 

After the evidence and 
were completed, 


arguments 
retired, and 
was Out about 30 minutes. The ver- 
dict was brought In at 5 o'clock. 

The case grew out of a compiaint 
made by Floyd Green to Mayor Mad- 
dox. Green was afterward summon- 
ed aS a witness before the grand 
jury, and the present case Sprang 
from that. 

The trial was begun by Solicitor 
Charles Hiil, who had the law read to 
the jury, showing that guards had a 
right to whip prisoners in cases of 
violent disorder or insubordination. 

Therefore, the question for the jury 
to decide was whether or not the in- 
juries the negro exhibited were the 
results of a whipping, and, if so, 
whether they deemed such a whipping 
excessive and unmerciful. 

_. . Meyer Maddex on Stand. 

J. T. Orme, vice president of the 
Lowry National bank, and Mayor 
Maddox were first introduced by the 
prosecution. They both identified 
Floyd Green as the negro who had 
appeared before the grand jury and 
exhibited scars on his body, which 
he said were from a whipping re- 
celved at the stockade. Neither of 
the witnesses could testify how the 
wounds were inflicted. 

lL.. H. Beck, foreman of the grand 
jury that returned the _  tindictment 
against Vining and Cornett, testified 
that if the wounds came from a whip- 
ping. it must have been a severe 
one.

Attorney Arnold asked Floyd why 
he. had not said something about his 
severe whipping when tried before the 
Tecorder for cursing. Green replied 
that he was not given time. 

Twenty-seven Licks. 

Several negro convicts were introa- 
duced by the prosecution, all of wkom 
testified that they had counted the 
licks given Green, and they had total- 
led 27.

The defense then called Policeman T. 
L. Bayne, who testified that Green 
had assaulted him one night at the 
station house, and that he was com- 
pelled to beat him back with-a bunch 
of keys.

Pete Cornett took the stand, and 
Swore that, acting under orders from 
Superintendent Vining, he had -whip- 
ped the negro for cursing and reat- 
ening to kill a negro woman. Q@ornett 
stated that only eight Mcks were 
given him, and none of these were on 
his bare back, and that it was not 
any more severe than other whippings 
which had been passed by unnoticed. 
Cornett stated that he deemed it very 
mild. 

Vining on the Stand. 

Superintendent Vining, the last wit- 
ness for the defense, then took the 
Stand. 

He denied Green's statement abso- 
lutely. He further swore that Green’s 
offense was a violent one, and Green 
was considered a violent negro. In 
spite of this, however, only eight 
licks had been given Green, and that 
positively nome were Struck on the 
man’s bare back. Mr. Vining said 
that men were never stripped to the 
waist under any circumstances, and 
that whenever. whippings were given 
prisoners, the strap was applied to 
the man’s clothed back. 

This statement concluded 

A verdict of “not guilty” was con- 
fidentiy expected by the defense, and 
the result came aS a great surprise. 

Vining and Cornett will be sentenced 
this morning.

“Tariff ‘war clouds overhang the erstwhile peaceful commercial situation 
between the United States and Germany, black with prospect of penalty for 
ibroken party promise, : 

On February 7 our present reciprocity agreement with Germany will 
expire under the terms of the Dingley act’ nor is there any present indica- 
tion of a peaceful solution of the tense trade situation that will then ensue. 

When, the regular German rates go ifito effect upon the bulk of our 
$300,000,000 annual: exports to that country, and the enforcement of the max- 
imum tariff, involving an increase of 25 per cent against most of the $160,- 
000,000 which we import from Germany, is declared under the practically 
inexorable demands of the new tariff law, that will be but the beginning of 
a trade storm which, unless checked, will shake the entire commercial 
world, " 

Germany is already preparing to enforce additional strictures and regu- 
lations against American meat; and her potash legislation threatens to levy 
added tribute upon the American fertilizer industry. 

To what further legislative strictures the situation may lead, there is 
no predicting; but it is apparent that nearly $500, 009, 000 of annual commeree 


is more or less at stake. 
Germany is but one of several countries which may, at any moment, 


incur the penalty of our maximum tariff rates; nor will they be slow to 
retaliation when they do. 

These turbulent trade situations might easily have been avoided if the 
republican party had, in good faith, carried out its tariff promises; but it 
is becoming more and more apparent that instead of beneficial revision, we 
have something a little bit worse than the Dingley act. 

The people of the entire country will be the sufferers; 
will pay the penalty of these broken party promises. 

American manufacturers may feel the force of German and other for- 
eign retaliation: but all increased duties come directly from the pocket of

Harris, is soon to put into effect one of the most invaluable sanitary and 
hygienic movements ever inaugurated in Georgia—it is to institute a search- 
ing investigation and analysis of the sources of water supply for the towns 
and cities of Georgia. 

Where these sources are found to be unclean or impure, notice will be 
served upon the proper authorities to the end of effecting asyremedy. Where 


will be relieved of at east one avenue of anxiety regarding its community 
well-being. 

The connection between impure water and disease rnd death is no Jonger 
theoretical. 

It has been established, in sities too numerous to enumerate, that 
obscure and unsuspected causes have operated to contaminate public water- 


community. 

Now the state board of health is to undertake a painstaking campaign 
of search and research regarding the derivation of public water supplies in 
Georgia. The legislature appropriated $5,000 for this work, and while the 
task will be necessarily gradual, in due course of time the origin and 
chemical status of every — water supply in-Georgia will be intel- 
ligently charted.

Georgia, is im Atlanta in conference at 
the state capitol with Assistant 
Commissioner of Agriculture R. F. 
Wright, who has charge of the state 
work. Dr. Nighbert has local offices 
for this work at Spartanburg, 8S. C. 
He is here for the purpose of going 
over the campaign which is to be inau- 
gurated in a few weeks now by the 
state department of agriculture, and 
which is to have the strong coopera- 
tion of the federal government through 
the offices of Dr. Nighbert. 

It is recalled that the last session 
of the general assembly made an ap- 
propriation cof $5,000 with which to 
conduct this campeign in this state. 
This work has already been begun by 
Captain Wright, and now, with the as- 
sistance of the government, it is go- 
ing to be pushed rapidly to comple- 
tion, and the cattle tick, which it is 
estimated is costing Georgia over $1,- 
000,000 a year, is to be driven from the 
state. 

Already a mumber of couties have 
been placed under quarantine, and 
others, as a result of this campaign, 
have been freed entirely of the tick. 
The full scope of the campaign to be 
waged in 1910 and 1£11 will be an- 
nounced by Captain Wright in a few 
days. 

This campaign will prove especially 
interesting in view of the reawakening 
throughout the staté in the matter of 
cattle raising. With the tick eradi- 
cated, it ig belleved this industry will 
prove one of the most profitable in 
the state.

DR. JOHN E. WHITE INTRODUCES ~ 


BOOKER 


T. WASHINGTON 


In introducing Booker T. Washing- 
ton, Dr. John E. White said: 

The longest journey ever made by a 
Face in three hundred years was from 
the jungles of Africa to the highways 
of American civilization. The American 
megro has made that journey. What- 
ever remains unattained and difffcult, 
and whatever the distance from‘ the 
front rank as races stand at the open- 
ing of the twentieth century, that fact 
is unchallengeable, that distinction for 
the negro is secure. 

It has been a pecullar pilgrimage, 
the strangest in the annals of history. 
“It can searcely be reckoned a pilgrim- 
age as we are used to speak of other 
great human movements of impulse 
and design. Stage by stage, from tribal 
siavery in Africa to commercial bond- 
age in the slaveships, to feudal selfdom 
in the south, and then to sudden eman- 
cipation, and then-to a dazzling day of 
citizenship in a republic, the negro 
came always thrust onward by 
forces he did not originate and over 
which he could not assume the slight- 
est control. 

One may question if the three hun- 
@red years of such swift and unantici- 
pated changes,so marked by dramatic 
pressures and tragic shapings, does not 
place the negro’s progress outside the 
category of evolution entirely.” En- 
vironment is the word that explains 
what we see, and providence is the 
only other word that indicates the in- 
ecrutible energies back of it all. To 
some sympathetic students, the fact 
that the negro’s progress has come to 
him so largely without his own initia- 
tive has not been regarded as a hope- 
ful feature of his history. 

There is something, however, to be 
gaid. Although no driving impulse of 
discontent or aspiration arising from 
within sent the negro upon his fre- 
markable adventure of progress,-yet at 
each pause of the march he has shown 
an inward capacity amounting vto 
racial genius for grasping and holding 
the gain tenaciously. So, if the negro 
race has not been accredited with pio- 
neering power, his ability to respond 
to advantage and his passion for hold- 
ing on to it suggests no inconsiderable 
compensation for his apparent lack of 
initiative capacity. 

Moreover, the negro’s opportunity for 
developing, as a race, self-impelling 
energies and self-originating programs 
is not yet ended. As I interpret the 
mission of the speaker of this teve- 
ning, it has been his passion to lessen 
the dependence of his people upon 
providential environment, and to in- 
crease their ability tocreate an environ- 
ment of their own, and by thrift and 
intelligent citizenship prove themselves 
a constructive element and a valuable 
civic and economic asset in the south. 


Relations Between Races. 

The relations between the white 
people and the negro people are not to 
be fixed by resolution or social arbitra- 
mé@nt.from without. iat is*,a -human 
problem, and human problems demand 
the tedious processes of progress. 
There are fundamental lines of cleav- 
age, and there are fundamental lines 
of identity. By these lines, looking to 
the application of solvents rather than 
to the ideal solutions and attending 
more to the common-sense adjustment 
of points of contact to the mutual ad- 


vantage of both races, rather than to 
emphasis on alienations to the ad- 
vantage of neither, is the true program 
for white and black people alike. 

“Motives, entirely gelf-regarding, de- 
mand for both races not only justice, 
but more than justice. In the lan- 
guage of a southerner and a Georgian 
who speaks the best conscience of 
the south, the conscience that must 
prevail, Ahis principle is asserted: ‘If I 
were wholly indifferent to the fate of 
the negroes and solely concerned with 
that of the white race, I would on 
selfish as well as on higher grounds 
oppose every form of injustice to the 
negro race. The reflection of injus- 
tice is essentially deteriorating. It 
lowers the race or man guilty of in- 
justice, retards real advancement and 
secures and merits the condemnation 
of the enlightened public sentiment of 
the world. 

“He ig no real friend of either race 
who, as a demagogue, anxious for 
votes, exploits the negro and feeds a 
race prejudice, who denies him his 
rights, or who shuts the door of hope 
in his face. He is no real friend to 
either race who tries to make the 
negro believe that all white men are 
his enemies and hig oppressors; that 
he possesses virtues which he does 
not have, or that there is any hope 
for his real advancement save on lines 
of virtue, sobriety, intelligence and 
thrift. 

Negro a Religious Problem, 


“The one truth above all others to 
be kept clear by Christian citizens ig 
that the presence of 10,000,000 negroes 
in-this country ig not primarily nor 
finally a southern problem, nor even 
a national problem, which is putting 
our social and political institutions 
to the test. It is profoundly a re- 
ligious problem and i{t putg our Chris- 
tianity to the test. It is the Chris- 
tian’s gospel that is In the crucible. 

“Speaking here tonight as a south- 
ern man, I will never dare to risk a 
Christianity or a faith of Christianity 
agp a stable and worthy basis of a 
hopeful civilization in the south which 
is resolved. to question the efficiency 
of Jesus Clharist, for all the difficulties 
that have baffled and still discourage 
our political philosophers tin relatYon 
to the negro. The Christian citizen 
must take his counsel not from his 
fears, but from his faith. He not 
only Regge sin and claims that it 
can be estroved and stands before 
sorrow and claims that it’ can be 
transfigured; he stands amidst the 
misunderstandings of men, amid the 
perversions in the purposed order of 
life, the ugly twists that have been 
given to fellowships which were or- 
dained to be beautiful and true, and 
he proclaims their possible rectifica- 
tion in Christ.’ 

“This distinguished speaker who 
comes to eddress this vast audience 
in the central city of the south is no 
stranger here: Words spoken in this 
city by him fourteen years ago caught 
the ear of the south and the nation, 
and indicated the ascending pathway 
of his leadership of his race. The 
fourteen years of testing presents 
him to you tonight as absolutely 
worthy of your plaudits, yeur confil- 
dence and your love. I introduce to 
you Booker T. Washington.”

HEAR 
HECRO EDUCATOR 


Many White People Pres- 


ent at the Address. 


Dr. John E. White Introduces 
the Speaker --- He Touched 
Upon the Extreme Good Done 
Both Races by Negro Edu- 


cation. 


™ Booker T. Washington, the  well- 
known negro educator, addressed an 
audience of over 2,000 people at the 
Auditorium-Armory last night, a good 
part of which were white people. His 
address was warmly received. 

Dr. Washington arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday at 2:30 o'clock. He was met 
at the Terminal station and escort- 
ed to the points of tnterest about town. 

After the exercises at the Auditorium 
a banquet was tendered Dr. Washing- 
ton at the Central Congregational 
church, on the corner of Courtland and 
Houston streets. 

In opening the exercises addresses 
were made by Dr. John E. White on 
behalf of the white people, and by Rev. 
J. W. Bowen for the colored people. 

Dr. Washington said in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Il am here tonight because I be- 
lieve in the work of Rev. H. H. Proc- 
tor. I have faith in his plan and fairh 
in the man. It is a matter of the 
Breatest encOuragement that leaders 
like Rev. Proctor, President Hope and 
Others in Atlanta, are not only giving 
aitention to the professional training 
of the negro, but are helping the negro 
to use in the common, ordinary occu- 
pations of lMfe his education and his 
religion. 

“I have said before that the average 
white lady in the south who is a 
housekeeper will never believe 
thoroughly in the education of the 
negro until she can see some of the 
results of education in her own kitch- 
en, and in her own dining room. 
The average white man in the south 
who owns a farm will never believe 
thorougnly in the education of the ne- 
gro yntil he can se® some of the re- 
sults of education on his own farm. 
Our white friends must be _ patient, 
however, with us while we are reach- 
ing this point. The kind of educa- 
ticn that manifests itself in the kitch- 
en and on the farm is something 
in this country that is new for the 
white man, but gradually year by year 
we are making progress in these di- 
rections. 

Help One Another. 


“We must be sure at all times, how- 
ever, that no matter what’ we do in 
the school room, in the church or else- 
where, that our efforts will prove of 
little value unless the influence of the 
cburch and of the school reaches the 
most ordinary man and woman of our 
race. Education and religion must 
reach and help the man who uses the 
pick and shovel, must reach and help 
the woman who washes, who irons, 
who cooks. 

“From the very beginning every ne- 
gro child should be taught the dignity 
of labor, should be taught to get rid 
once and for all of the old idea that the 
educated man and the educated woman 
should not work with their hands. 

“We are mainly depended upon in a 
lerge part of the south for common 
and skilled labor. We must see to 
it that if we would hold the place 
which we now occupy in the world of 
labor that we are.reliable as a class 
of laborers. People who employ ne- 
groes in large numbers often say to me 
that the negro can be depended upon 
for a certain class of labor for a lit- 
tlhe while, but he cannot be depended 
upon for continual labor, and especial- 
ly are they likely to add that if the 
negro receives his cash on Saturday 
night, one is never sure whether he 
will return to his place of labor on 
Monday morning. If that weakness 
prevails among the common laborers 
in the city of Atlanta, we must never 
ecase our efforts until the negro labor- 
er is made reliable. This, Rev. Proctor 
and other negro leaders in the city

A few years ago he was sensational- 
ly rescued from death by e fast mov- 
ing train near the western part of 
the city, the rescuer subsequently re- 
ceiving a Carnegie medal. 

Colonel Reed is survived by two 
sons, Prentiss Reed, of Montgomery, 
with whom he has been making his 
home for the past two years, and 
John W. Reed. of Atlanta.

Negro as Laborer. 


“The negro must improve year by 
laborer. The kind-of labor 
which would satisfy on the farm and in 
the kitchen twenty years ago will not 
satisfy today. Improvements can only 
be brought about by putting brains and 
skill into the most ordinary occupa- 
tions. The negro must have his mind 
awakened. his ambitions aroused. No 
man works unless he has an incen- 
tive, unless his wants are increased. 
In proportion as the negro has his 
wants increased, h® becomes more re- 
liable as a’laborer. I need not refer 
to the fact that in a city like Atlanta 
the negro man or woman who is most 
rellable ag a laborer is the one who 
owns one house and wants another 
house or perhaps add another room to 
the house now owned: is the negro man 
Or woman who has $100 in the bank and 
wants to put another $100 in the bank. 
On the other hand, the ignorant, shift- 
less negro, who has no ambition, who 
wants nothing except, perhaps, a chew 
of tobacco and a drink of whisky, will 


work only two or three days in the 
| week until these wants are supplied, 


and then he ceases to work. In pro- 
portion as the negro’s wants can be 
increased through education, iIn_ the 
same proportion will he become more 
helpful to himself and more helpful to 
his white neighbor as a laborer. 

As to the Loafers. 

“We must get rid of every idle, loaf- 
ing,- immoral character in cities like 
Atlanta. One of the elements that 
curses and holds back our race more 
than any other is the idle-vicious negro 
who tries to Ive by his witg without 
hard work. In every city and town we 
must put in operation such a strong 
public sentiment that the immoral, idle 
negro cannot exist. It is from this 
class in most cases that the fuel for 
race riots is supplied. 

“In certain sections of a state like

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Georgia a very large proportion of the 
labor on the farm is done by negroes. 
The negro ought to have encourage- 
ment in the direction of making him- 
self a better farmer, a more intelligent 
farmer. The state of Georgia spends 
thousands of dollars in educatin white 
farmers at the Stade Universi y, and 
also at the eleven agricultural colleges 
located in the congressional districts, 
but so far as I can discover the state 
of Georgia spends practically nothing 
in educating negro farmers. The man 
who thinks it is necessary to spend 
thousands of. dollarg in educating the 
white boy as a farmer and nothing to 
educate the negro boy as a farmer pays 
too high a compliment to the negro 
boy in that he means to argue that the 
white boy in order to sustain himselé.as 
& farmer needs education which will] 
make him intelligent as to the nature 
of the soll, intelligent ag to the best 
tools with which to cultivate the soil, 
but the negro boy is naturally so in- 
telligent and skillful, that he can be- 
come a good farmer without educa- 
tion. I say such, reasoning implies too 
high a compliment to the natural in- 
telligence of my race. 

“In a large city like this the inter- 
ests of the two races are so closely 
bound together in certain directions, 
the interests ef one race cannot be 
Separated from the other. While, in 
social matters ‘there ean be and ought 
to be separation, in other certain vi- 
tah matters the two races live to- 
gether as one. Disease, for example, 
in a city like Atlanta draws no color 
line. Crime draws no color line. Filth 
draws no color line. If, by reason’ of 
the negro'’s ignorance, filth, and, 
therefore, diséase exists in the negro 
quarter of the city, that same disease 


‘will finally’find its way into the body 


of the best white people in the city 
of Atlanta. In a large dégree 
throughout the state of Georgia the 
negro woman cooks and serves the 
white man's food. The negro woman 
nurses the white man’s child. It is 
mighty important, it seems to me, in- 
sofar as health and happiness of the 
white race is concerned, that we see 
to it that thig negro woman who 
touches the white man’s life at so 
many vital points is clean, {ntelligent, 
and, above all things, that she ‘is 
moral in her living. 

‘Those who have not looked t!nto the 
facts will be surprised to n®te the 
tremendous progress that the negro 
has made during the last fifteen years 
in our southern states, progress in 
getting property, in getting education, 
in improving his moral and religious 
condition. 

“In the year 1913 the negro will 
have been free in this country during 
a period of fifty years. It has seem- 
ed to a numbér of us fitting. and 
President William H. Taft takes the 
same view of the case, that there 
should be some great celebration in 
that year which will show to the world 
the progress that the negro has made 
in this country. It fs not the idea of 
those behind this movement to have an 
exposition that should in any way stir 
up the bitterness of the days of 
slavery, or the unpleasant elements 
connected with the freeing of the race, 
but to indicate the progress that our 
race has made from the time it came 
into this country up to the present 
time, to indicate the progress of the 
race during the days of slavery and 
in the period of freedom. Through 
the medium of such an exposition it 
is believed that In showing to the 
world what the negro has done, most- 
ly here in the south, in improving his 
condittfon materially, educationally, 
morally, that we can teach the world 
a lessor, showing how it is possible 
for two- races different in color and in 
history to lve side by side in peace 
and in harmony, as we are going to 
do for all time right here in_ the 
heart of the south. Such an exposi- 
tion should have back of i!t the con- 
fidence, the good will and the assis- 
tance not only of the negro, but of the 
white man throughout this country. 

Visita Negro School. 

At 4:15 p. m. Booker T. Washington 
visited the model farm at Clark uni- 
versity. On his way to the farm, Dr. 
Washington stopped to receive the 
welcome of the students of Gammon 
Theological seminary, the sister insti- | 
tution of Clark university, and, look- 
ing smilingly oyer the faces before 
him, he remarked that he was pleas- 
antly surprised to note the general 
atmosphere of prosperity which sur- 
rounded the students, as he little ex- 
pected that young theologs could look 
so prosperous. 

Passing on to Clark university, end 
addressing the students and faculties 
there, he said that he had Kept in close 
touch with the progress of the schools, 
most especially through Professor P. 
C. Parks, director of the farm, who was 
at one time teacher at Tuskegee insti- 
tute. Speaking in the most congratu- 
latory manner of the model farm, Dr. 
Washington said that he really thought 
that the agricultural department was 
the main department on the grounds, 
and the college and theological sem- 
inary were merely annexes.
